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Getting a license is a simple 
process to go through. The 
school will help you through 
most of the steps you must 
take. First, a classroom course 
of Driver's Education must be 
successfully completed. A stu- 
dent must obtain 36 class pe- 
riods to meet the requirement 
and 14 periods of Behind-the- 
Wheel. 

During Behind-the-Wheel 
there are seven periods in 
which a student should observe 
the other driver in the car. 
The next seven periods are for 
the student to practice driv- 
ing. The students are started 
in a beginner's course called 


"Safety Town." Here, their 
level of driving ability is de- 
termined by the instructor. 
Next, the students are taken

Once each of these steps 
are completed, the DMV is 
notified by the school. Mr. 
Marvin Starnes, who is an in- 
structor of the Driver's Edu- 
cation program, said, "Our 
goal is to keep a steady num- 
ber of students going through 
the program so many are able 
to obtain the best instruction 
possible." 

After the DMV has been 
notified, the DMV then no- 
tifies the county. The county 
notifies the student and then 
a 60 - 90 day grace period 
must be obtained before the 
student may receive his or her 
actual license.
